FAIR HAVENS WITHDRAWS 
GREEN BELT APPLICATION

FAIR Havens has withdrawn 
plans to build a new hospice on 
Green Belt land off Belton Way, in 
Leigh, after planning officials 
recommended it should be 
refused. 

The charity said it had requested 
more time to work on its planning 
application, alongside Southend 
Council, but was disappointed by 
the set back. 

Fair Havens had submitted plans 
in September to build a larger 
adult hospice in the prime spot. 

Chief executive of Havens 
Hospices, Andy Smith, explained 
the charity had always wanted to 
be judged on the merits of its 
case. 

He said: “The officer’s report 
shows we have not yet fully 
explained the urgent need for a 
new hospice for Southend. 

“The report also called our plans 
‘aspirational’. Being criticised for 
wanting to provide the best care 
possible for local people is disap¬ 
pointing. 

“In fact, what has been proposed 
is no different to other similar 
hospice facilities up and down the 
country, including Essex, and 
what is now expected from mod¬ 
ern hospice care. 

“The report does, however, 
agree with us that a new hospice 
is vital for our community. We 
welcome this opportunity to 
reflect and work with Southend 
Council on our next steps towards 
a new hospice to care for more 
local people. 

“We will now be taking our time 
to reflect on this report and what 
steps we take next.” 

Southend Council planning offi¬ 
cers said they felt the ‘very spe¬ 
cial circumstances’ needed to 
build on Green Belt had not been 
fully demonstrated.

Couple abducted in broad daylight 


A COUPLE were abducted from a 
Southend street and beaten by a gang. 

The incident happened in broad day¬ 
light as the man and woman were 
walking down Coleman Street, off 
Sutton Road. 

A dark people carrier pulled up 
alongside them at 11am on Monday, 
November 28, and several men forced 
the couple into the vehicle. 

During the abduction the 29-year- 
old man was hit with a weapon and 
was left with face and chest injuries 


and had his mobile phone stolen. 

He was kicked out of the car in 
Station Road, in Westcliff, 30 minutes 
later. 

The woman was later released from 
the car unharmed. 

Investigating Officer, DC Lucy 
Bowman, said the vehicle was driven 
around the Southend and Westcliff 
areas for a considerable period of 
time. 

She said: “One of the assailants was 
hanging out of it while it was on the 


move. He had been trying to close the 
door. Somebody - a motorist, pedes¬ 
trian, shopper or retailer - would have 
seen this car. 

“We’re also looking to speak with 
anyone who recalls seeing this couple 
walking along Coleman Street.” 

The assailants are described as 
black, in their 20s, with three being 
approximately 6ft tall and one consid¬ 
erably shorter. 

In addition, one of the taller men has 
a gold tooth while one of the others 


has two scars on his face. 

The vehicle is described as being 
dark, a seven-seater and approximate¬ 
ly seven years old. It has tinted rear 
windows. 

Three of the four men drove off in a 
new black Mercedes while the 
accomplice followed them in the peo¬ 
ple carrier. 

Anyone with information in connec¬ 
tion with this robbery is urged to con¬ 
tact detectives at Southend Police 
Station on 101.

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W HILE most families have a few home¬ 
made presents hidden away they’d rather 
forget about, there are still some gifts 
which are safe to make, and give, without fear of 
future resentment: edible ones. 

As Annie Rigg, author of Gifts From the 
Kitchen, explains, while homemade gifts demon¬ 
strate love, originality and creativity, “foodie gifts 
double those magic ingredients”. 

But before you groan at the idea of complicated 
recipes and begin typing ‘Amazon Present Mum’ 


into Google, it’s worth remembering that your 
cooking skills don’t need to be up to much, as 
long as the final result is presented with a bow 
and a smile. 

So the next time you head to the organic section 
of the supermarket looking for eco-friendly jam, 
with a frilly retro cloth cap to improve your mood 
in the morning, stop and think, ‘Could I make 
that?’ And, if so, you might be ready to get cre¬ 
ative in the kitchen this Christmas... 

Here are some of Annie’s fabulous ideas... 


(Raspberry and rose cfiocofate wafers 


(Makes about 24 wafers) 

• 150g quality dark chocolate (72% cocoa 
solids) 

• 150g good quality white chocolate 

• 3-4tbsp freeze-dried raspberry crispies 
(approx 25g) 

• 3-4tbsp crystallized rose petals 

• 3-4tbsp pink sugared rose chips or sugar 
sprinkles 

Line two large baking sheets with non¬ 
stick baking parchment. 

Break the dark and white chocolate into 
pieces and melt separately in heatproof 
bowls set over pans of barely simmering 
water. Stir until smooth, remove from the 
heat and cool slightly. Spoon heaped tea¬ 
spoonfuls of melted chocolate on to the 
prepared baking sheets, spreading the 
chocolate into discs with the back of the 
spoon. Scatter with the raspberry crispies, 
rose petals and rose chips or sugar sprin¬ 
kles. 

Set aside to cool and harden completely 
before removing from the parchment with 
a palette knife. 

Stored in an airtight container, these will 
keep for four to five days. 



Cashew and ahnond harfei 


(Makes 20-24 pieces) 

• 200g unsalted cashews 

• 200g ground almonds 

• 125g caster sugar 

• 397g can of condensed milk 

• 75ml full fat milk 

• half tsp ground cardamom 

• ltsp rosewater 

• 2tbsp clarified butter or ghee 

• 6 sheets of edible silver leaf 

Line a 20cm square baking tin with light¬ 
ly oiled baking parchment. Tip the cashews 
into a food processor and blend until finely 
ground. Add the ground almonds and pulse 
for a further 30 seconds. Mix with the cast¬ 
er sugar, condensed milk, full-fat milk, 
ground cardamom and rosewater. 

Heat the clarified butter or ghee in a large 
non-stick frying pan and add the nut mix¬ 
ture. Stir constantly over a low heat for 
about 10-15 minutes, until the mixture 
thickens and comes away from the pan 
smoothly in a thick mass. It should be the 
consistency of a loose bread dough or 
choux pastry. 

Tip the mixture into the prepared tin and 
spread level with either a palette knife or a 
rubber spatula. Leave to cool for 10 min¬ 
utes. 

Very carefully peel one sheet of silver 
leaf at a time from the book and lay on the 
surface of the barfi to completely cover it. 
Leave to set completely, then cut into dia¬ 
monds with a sharp knife or a pizza wheel. 

Package in a single layer in a shallow box 
lined with waxed or non-stick baking 
parchment. 

Stored in an airtight container, these will 
keep for up to one week.

A S A former Scrooge, a visit to Esprit 
Santa’s Lapland has changed every¬ 
thing. Riding reindeers, huskies and 
Santa sleighs is one way to set you on a 
journey to festive cheer quick smart. 

My boyfriend and I were one of few cou¬ 
ples without children in tow but as child- 
free bystanders it was obvious ages were 
all-important to ‘Lap up’ the experience. 

Nothing prepares you for the sub-zero 
temperatures, in our case -22C. Average 
December temperatures usually hover 
around -12C but can dip as low as -30C. 

Standing in everyday winter clothes, 
there’s no extreme wind chill but the cold 
is beyond comprehension with a Jack Frost 
bite to your ears and nose. 

Temperatures are soon forgotten at the 
quaint airport of Ivalo when a man wear¬ 
ing traditional furs is standing outside with 
a beautiful white reindeer to greet us. 

An elf leaps around talking gibberish and 
directs everyone onto private coaches, 
which take around 30 minutes to reach the 
accommodation in Saariselka, way up in 
Lapland’s snowy far north. 

It’s a great opportunity to soak up the 
snowy scenes as the kids enter into the 
spirit singing along to Christmas carols - 
and as my feet de-frost, I warm up to the 
idea of festive cheer. 

Light in Lapland is scarce in December 
with around four hours of daylight in the 
early afternoon and two to three hours of 
‘grey light’ either side, rather like twilight. 
Grand plans for snow chic go out of the

frosted window as we line up for the all- 
important weather-proof clothing, com¬ 
prising thermal outersuit, two pairs of 
thick woollen socks, snow boots, gloves 
and hats - all provided free of charge. 

Your packing checklist needs to focus on 
what’s underneath your outersuit. It’s also 
wise to take extra mittens and balaclavas 
or scarves to cover face and ears. 

Lugging a Santa’s sack-worth of cloth¬ 
ing, we crush through the thick white snow 
to our hotel, Riekonlinna. 

Situated close to the village centre, it’s a 
popular family hotel and our room is clean 
but basic. We test out our haul of snow- 
friendly fashion with a tobogganing ses¬ 
sion in the dedicated slope two minutes 
walk from the hotel. 

Adults and kids alike are bombing down 
the hill and the sheer thickness of the snow 
ensures any tumbles are painless. 

Snowmobile safaris and Northern Lights 
visits are paid-for optional activities and 
weather dependent. Sadly, our chance to 
see the breathtaking Aurora Borealis lights 
were scuppered by an evening snowstorm. 

On a ‘Santa’s Magic’ package, the two- 
night whistlestop break is geared towards 
the winter wonderland activity day so it’s 
wise to be fresh for the early start, which 
makes the most of the short daylight hours. 

I’m thrilled as we’re pulled around the 
stunning snowy forest (aka Santa’s 
grounds) in a cosy sleigh by jingling rein¬ 


deers and then at breakneck speed by our 
very own team of six beautiful huskies - 
undoubtedly the highlight of my trip. 

There’s also the opportunity to try your 
luck with ice fishing and get creative mak¬ 
ing snow carvings with blocks of ice and 
tools for each family. 

The wonderland log cabin is a haven for 
regular breaks to sup on hot drinks and thaw 
out and refuel with a simple but sustaining 
lunch of soup, spaghetti and meatballs. 

Children trudge in from the snow with 
beaming faces, presents and high-pitched 
voices after their visit to see Santa Claus. 

Every family enjoys their own private 
scheduled visit. Soon, it was time for Ms 
Scrooge to meet her match and visit the 
man himself. 

A snowmobile whisks us off at speed 
into the picturesque woods, stopping at 
clues to his presence - piles of presents, a 
sleigh - until we finally reach the highly 
convincing traditional wooden cabin 
where excitable elves are throwing snow¬ 
balls and jumping up and down at our 
arrival. Suddenly, I feel six years old again. 

White-bearded Santa welcomes us into 
his present-laden home and maintains the 
magic, talking in that gruff voice about his 
duties and even cracking a corny joke 
about his wife — “Mary Christmas”. 

My boyfriend leaves Santa’s hut punching 
the air. I can only imagine the excitement a 
young child might feel. This is certainly 
one way to guarantee the perfect Christmas 
- and wave farewell to your inner Scrooge.

It’s been almost 23 years 
since David Suchet first 
donned the famous 
moustache and body suit to 
play the little, fastidious 
Belgian detective. Despite 
rumours that those in charge 
at ITV1 were planning to 
pull the plug on the long- 
running series, it was 
announced last month that 
Poirot would return, and that it 
would only end once the 
remaining stories written by 
Christie to feature him were 
filmed. The remaining five, 
including Poirot’s final case, 
Curtain, will go into production 
next year. But, as is usually 
the way at this time of year, 
there’s a chance to see 
another of his cases. Last 
Christmas, ITV1 screened 
Murder on the Orient Express; 
2011 sees the debut of a less 
celebrated but equally 
ingenious tale, The Clocks. 
The story begins when a 
typist, Sheila Webb, discovers 
a well-dressed corpse 
surrounded by six clocks - 
four of which have stopped at 
4.13. Special Branch agent 
Colin Race is confused by the 
case, and calls in Poirot, an 
old friend of his father’s, to 
help him get to the bottom of 
it. Anna Massey, in one of her 
final roles, guest stars, 
alongside Phil Daniels, Lesley 
Sharp, Frances Barber and 
Geoffrey Palmer.

Once upon a time, we 
associated Gillian Anderson 
with aliens and conspiracy 
theories, rather than bonnets 
and crinolines, but these days 
the former X Files star is 
carving out quite a niche for 
herself in Charles Dickens 
adaptations.

Sky expert 
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B RUSSEL sprouts are on the menu and 
the kids look mutinous. So how do we 
get the kids to smile about Christmas 
food? Our parenting expert Lisa Salmon 
looks at what they can eat, which recipes go 
down well and how can you get them 
involved. 

Parents everywhere will be slaving over a 
hot stove to make that traditional Christmas 
dinner for all the family. 

But will everybody appreciate their 
efforts? The chances are that in many house¬ 
holds the younger diners will deign to eat 
only turkey, roast potatoes and gravy - if 
you’re lucky. 

The stark truth is that you’ve got about as 
much chance of bumping into Santa on 
Christmas Eve as you have of persuading 
kids that all traditional festive fare - includ¬ 
ing sprouts - is worth eating. 

And there’s no point even trying to change 
their minds, says children’s cookery expert 
Annabel Karmel. 

Lorget about sprouts and other Christmas 
food that doesn’t appeal to the juvenile 
palate, she says, and just make your 
Christmas menu children-friendly. 

“The vegetable part is the bit you’ve got to 
look at,” she said. “Children don’t often like 
sprouts - partly because when they bite into 
them if they’re not cooked properly, water 
squelches out of them and that puts them off 
for life. 

“If those kinds of vegetables aren’t popu¬ 
lar with your kids, I just wouldn’t bother 
with them.” 

Instead, make the food appetising and fun 
and make it with the children’s help. 

Annabel, author of a host of children’s 
recipe books, said the best vegetables to serve 
to children are broccoli, carrots and peas, 
plus stir-fried vegetables in a teriyaki sauce. 
She said that as well as sprouts, children 


often hate mushrooms (“because they’re 
slimy”) and aubergines. So keep them off 
the Christmas menu. 

“I think it’s a texture thing - they often 
don’t like avocado as well, because it’s 
mushy,” she added. 

Annabel said the way food is cooked is 
also important - steamed broccoli, for 
example, is more appealing to a child than 
the boiled version. 

Another part of the traditional Christmas 
dinner that children often don’t like is 
Christmas pudding, added Karmel, because 
it’s too rich for them. 

Instead, she suggests a berry jelly, which 
can be made well in advance. Also, fruits on 
a skewer or a fruit salad with ingredients like 
lychees and clementines will be popular 
with kids, and healthy. 

“Make them something you know they 
like to eat, so they’re happy - and just don’t 
get stressed about what they have - it’s 
Christmas!” 

Annabel doesn’t recommend getting the 
kids to help cook Christmas dinner, pointing 
out that parents will be stressed enough 
without having the kids’ culinary skills to 
negotiate. 

The best time to get them cooking is 
before Christmas, she suggests, when they 
can make edible gifts, like her Stained Glass 
Window Cookies. 

Anita Cormac, director of the Locus on 
Lood campaign, which aims to raise the pro¬ 
file of food education, agrees that making 
edible Christmas gifts is a great way of get¬ 
ting the kids cooking. 

“Made just at the right time, who wouldn’t 
welcome a basket of biscuits hand-decorated 
by their grandchildren?” she said. “It’s 
cheap, a unique gift and one that will delight 
everyone and be a real talking point over 
Christmas dinner.”

A Royal Year to

In 1992, the Queen gave a 
famously honest Christmas 
address describing the 
previous 12 months as an 
eannus horribilis’.

Whether you’re partial to reasonably 
priced frothy bubbles, a rich white or 
lip-smacking red, people like to drink 
with their eyes and there's plenty of 
liquid persuasion to suit small purses 
and sophisticated palates. 



For a happy sipper to get the party 
started, try serving a glamorous cock¬ 
tail in an instant with the new Tails 
range of shakers, such as the 
Cosmopolitan (£11.99, serves four, 
18 per cent abv, www.theonlineoff 
licence.co.uk). All lounge lizards 
have to do is add ice, shake and pour 
into a martini glass... bottoms up! 

For a festive toast before the meal, 
try Taste the Difference Prosecco 
Conegliano 2009 (£6.65 from £9.99 
until Dec 31, Sainsbury’s). With a 
lovely creamy mousse taste and plen¬ 
ty of white peach flavours, this fine 
Italian fizz will make your party rise 
from B-list to A-list in no time. 

Style-seekers will love the silver 
and black label that’s been fashioned 
for La Farra Prosecco Brut DOC 
(£10.49, www.champagneware 
house.com ). Weightier and slightly 
more complex, these feisty bubbles 
are crisp and fresh with a dollop of 
nectarine ripeness on the finish. A 
winner with smoked salmon blinis. 

A good Spanish Cava is always a 
safe bet when friends drop by unex¬ 
pectedly. Try Freixenet Cordon Negro 
Brut NV (£6.99 from £8.99, until Jan 
4, Waitrose). Made by the same 
method as Champagne, but without 
the hefty price tag, it’s a blend of 
three traditional Cava grape 
varieties. With fresh melon 
V flavours and a hint of 
pineapple rising from the 
glass, it’s an easy drinker 


with veggie dishes, bite-sized party 
food and dips. 

For the closest thing to the real deal, 
pop the cork on a French Cremant - 
made in the same traditional method, 
but with grapes from outside the 
Champagne region. Winner of the 
Quality Drink Awards 2010, try 
Philippe Michel Cremant du Jura 
2007 (£6.99, Aldi). Made with 100 
per cent Chardonnay, it’s refreshingly

dry, brightly fruity with a creamy fin¬ 
ish and tight bubbles - a classy serve 
your guests will swoon over. 

Wine-worthy occasions call for 
medium-bodied reds and well-round¬ 
ed whites which have the versatility 
to stand on their own - and comple¬ 
ment various foods from mini quich¬ 
es, cocktail sausages and smoked 
salmon sandwiches, to a hearty chilli 
con carne - one of the best dishes for 
casual affairs. 

For white wine lovers, you can’t 
beat the excellent value Henri De 
Lorgere Macon-Villages 2007 
(£4.99, Aldi). An IWC silver medal 
winner and Decanter Bronze, it’s a 
beautiful bargain Chardonnay from 
Burgundy. Crisp, food-friendly with 
good acidity and satisfyingly refresh¬ 
ing, it’s a no-brainer when the door¬ 
bell rings. 

South Africa produces some of the 
most reasonable and easy drinking 
reds. Try Six Hats Fairtrade Shiraz 
2009 (£5.48 from £6.97, until Dec 31, 
Asda), Silver and Best in Class 2010 
IWSC award winner, it’s nice and 
fruity with a streak of spice and kick 
of green-black pepper - a good glug- 
ger with nibbles. 

If you’re lusting after a warming red 
to grace the table, try Canaletto 
Primitivo Puglia 2008 (£6.99, 

Waitrose). Smooth and rich with 
blackberry leaping from the glass and 
faint hints of vanilla, it’s an ideal 
match with a celebratory roast dinner,

or a midweek drinker with bite-sized 
pizzas. 

Finding a half-price deal on a sister 
red and white is always a triumph for 
the tastebuds - and the wine rack. 
When the festive fervour has to flow, 
try Luis Felipe Edwards Reservado 
Cabernet Sauvignon, Carmenere, 
Cabernet Franc 2010 (£3.99 from 
£7.99, until Jan 4, The Co-op) and 
Luis Felipe Edwards Reservado 
Chardonnay Viognier (£3.99 from

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road test 


Stylish hybrid from Lexus 


by Andy Enright 


T HE latest generation Lexus GS 
not only looks sharper but has 
been engineered to drive more 
engagingly than any of its predeces¬ 
sors. Its interior, too, is more spa¬ 
cious and has been styled more ele¬ 
gantly than that of any previous 
Lexus GS. In range-topping 450h 
hybrid guise, it Hooks like a formida¬ 
ble proposition. 

You certainly can’t fault the persis¬ 
tence of Lexus. Its GS executive 
saloon first arrived on these shores in 
1993 and singularly failed to match 
the impact created by the LS400 lux¬ 
ury saloon. Since then, each succes¬ 
sive generation of the GS has closed 
the gap on the market leaders but 
has never really given them sleepless 
nights. The GS450h hybrid exploited 
a small niche but without a diesel 


model in its ranks, the GS was hob¬ 
bled. 

Fast forward to today and Lexus 
has a fourth generation car to do 
battle with. Sharper looking, more 
spacious, better finished and more 
dynamic in its responses, is this final¬ 
ly the car that can face down the 
likes of BMW, Mercedes, Audi and 
Jaguar? It certainly looks promising 
but a look at the preliminaries fails to 
mention a diesel model. It’s said that 
those who fail to learn from their mis¬ 
takes are doomed to repeat them. 
Will fourth time prove a charm? 

The new GS450h remains rear-dri¬ 
ven but is powered by a comprehen¬ 
sively worked-over petrol-electric dri- 
vetrain, with a 3.5-litre naturally aspi¬ 
rated V6 and two 35kw electric 
motors sharing the responsibilities. 

As before, the GS can be driven on 
electric-only power at low speeds 


but when the petrol V6 kicks in you 
certainly know it, thanks to the 
sportier tuning of the exhaust note. 

The always impressive perfor¬ 
mance and exceptional refinement 
have been further improved but the 
real revelation is the chassis. The 
Lexus GS has rarely drawn criticism 
from testers based on its ride quality 
but those looking for an engaging 
drive often felt a little short changed. 
True, BMW and Jaguar cover that 
base very well but the Japanese felt 
that by basing themselves at the far 
end of the comfort continuum, they 
were missing out on many European 
customers who craved a little more 
involvement. 

The front suspension features alu¬ 
minium upper and lower control 
arms with larger bushings while the 
rear end gets an entirely redesigned 
subframe to house a lightweight 
multi-link setup. 

One benefit of the stiffer platform 
and lighter components is that the 
shock absorbers can use lighter vis¬ 
cosity oil, responding faster to subtle 
driver inputs. Extensive use of alu¬ 
minium reduces unsprung weight 
and results in significantly improved 
agility, ride comfort, body control and 
steering precision. The 450h gets the 
dynamic handling pack as standard 
which introduces rear-wheel steering 
for sharper turn-in responses. 

The fourth generation GS is a more 
confident piece of design than any 
that have gone before it. While it’s 
not quite swaggering, it’s not hiding 
its light under a bushel. The front 


‘spindle’ grille is a design touch that 
will feature on all new Lexus models 
and combines with deep-set head¬ 
lights and L-shaped LED daytime 
running lights. The 
bulging wheel arches 
give the car a less 
slab-sided look than 
its predecessors and 
emphasis the mus¬ 
cularity of the design. 

A short front over¬ 
hang also helps pro¬ 
mote an impression 
of dynamism. Move 
round to the back and you’ll find a 
bumper assembly that features a dif¬ 
fuser and aero fins to help control 
underbody airflow. Glass flake paint¬ 
work is also offered, with an almost 
high-definition look to its metallic fin¬ 
ish. 

The cabin looks even more special 
and unlike previous generations of 
the GS, it looks as if a real effort has 
gone into the styling rather than con¬ 
centrate on function to the detriment 
of aesthetics. 

The layout of the long, sculpted 
dash gives the driver and front pas¬ 
senger a sense of roominess through 
its clean centre stack and large high- 
resolution display screen. 

Most of the comfort and conve¬ 
nience controls such as audio and 
climate are relocated to provide a 
cleaner and more sophisticated dash 
layout. Redesigned seats and 
changes to the steering column give 
more space and better comfort as 
well as improved forward visibility to 


the driver. The door openings offer 
easier entry and exit and boot 
access is improved with a wider, 
deeper opening. Luggage capacity 
has been increased 
by almost 25 per 
cent. 

The range-topping 
GS450h hybrid is 
predictably opulent 
and extravagantly kit¬ 
ted out with a stan¬ 
dard equipment list 
that includes DVD 
audio and video 
compatibility, MP3 sound enhance¬ 
ment, 5.1 Surround Sound, and a 
high-resolution eight-inch central 
control display centrally located high 
up in the instrument panel. 

While we tend to take Lexus quality 
and technology for granted, we don’t 
always expect style. This latest GS is 
an impressive looking car and the 
interior is a very smart piece of 
design. 

On a par with Jaguar or Audi? Let’s 
just say it’s different - and for some 
that peaceful yet potent hybrid pow¬ 
ertrain will be enough to sway the 
argument. 

It’s a Japanese take on things but 
no less impressive for that. There’s lit¬ 
tle doubt that some customers 
would prefer a conventional diesel 
engined model, and we’d be sur¬ 
prised if there wasn’t one in prepara¬ 
tion. But even as things stand, 
there’s no reason why this fourth 
generation GS can’t comfortably 
eclipse its forebears.

A YOUNG athlete from Romford 
helped Great Britain to win team 
gold in the European Cross Country 
Championships on Saturday. 

Gemma Kersey, who is trained by 
former GB long distance runner 
Eamonn Martin at Basildon Athlet¬ 
ics Club, was selected to represent 
her nation at the championships held 
in Velenje, Slovenia. 

She finished in an excellent 16th 
place in the junior women’s 4km 
race in a time of 13:53, helping the 
GB and Northern Ireland squad win 
team gold. 

Gemma started steadily, moving 
from 32nd at the end of the first 
500m lap and 24th after the second 
500m lap through to 19th with one 
1500m lap to go. 

The race was won by Gemma’s GB 
team-mate Emelia Gorecka in 


13:13, with Annabel Gummow (6th) 
and Kate Holt (17th) also contribut¬ 
ing to the team’s gold medal score of 
40 points ahead of Russia’s 43. 

Gemma said: “It was amazing. I 
wasn’t nervous at all. I was just real¬ 
ly hyped because it was my first race 
for the Aviva GB Team and the 
atmosphere got me going. 

“I’m pleased that I finished as the 
third British athlete and the team 
gold medal topped it off.” 

It has been a great year for 
Gemma, who was chosen to be part 
of the ‘On Camp with Kelly’ Future 
Stars programme, run by Dame 
Kelly Holmes. 

She has taken victories in the 
Under-20 invitation 3000m event at 
the Crystal Palace Grand Prix, and 
won on her England debut to win the 
Under-20’s Women’s Cross Country 
race in Burgos, Spain, which was 
also her first international race.
